The 
meeting was therefore dispersed and Small 
went to his room at the Wheeler house. 

Just ax he was preparing to retire Small 
said he felt a stinging sensation in his leg 
and upon examination found he had been 
shot at through the window. The wound 
was nothing more than a slight abrasion of 
the flesh, but Mir. Small picked up the ball 
as it rolled on the floor and carried it away 
with him ‘as a trophy of his experience in 
Gibson county. 

This morning Mr. Small went to Boon- 
ville, Ind., to continue his work and his 
friends say he is very indignant at his 
treatment and many of the prohibitionists 
are grossly exaggerating the affair. The re 
port during the day was current.that Small 
was assassinated and his meeting confis 
cated. The facts are simply that he was 
ridiculed and guyed disgracefully, shot at 
with a flobert rifle operated by a young 
tough of hoodlum propensities; but he was 
not persecuted for his politics or principles, 
for there was no such a feeling in it. The 
good citizens of Hazleton deplore the affair 
and every effort will be made to capture 
and prosecute the offenders, ail a commit- 
tee of citizens has been appointed for that 
purpose, although they declare the affair 
has been grossly exaggerated by Small and 
his friends for political effect. 

Mr. Small's version of the affair is: “Af- 
ter 1 adjourned the meeting I went to my 
room at the hotel and was about to retire 
and had partially undressed, when I heard 
a noise outside of my window, which was 
open, I looked out, but could not see any 
one. When I turned my back to the win- 
dow I felt something strike me on the leg 
through the open window, and feeling sure 
I was being pursued by the rufflans who 
tried to break up my meeting, I opened my 
traveling bag, secured my revolver and went 
to the window, when I saw two or three 
fellows standing around the corner of 4a 
shed across the street. I pulled my re- 
volver and called to them that they had 
getter’ not try that agdin. The fellows dis- 
appeared in the darkness. My companion 
then caine in from an adjoining room and 
wanted to know what the disturbance was 
about. I told him that some hoodlums were 
throwing rocks through the window, but 
upon investigation further I discovered I 
had been shot at and found the bullet on 
the floor. I am not injured in the least, 
but a ruffian who will throw a rock or use 
a noiseless weapon for the purpose of in- 
jury will stab an adversary in the back with 
a dirk. 1 am not used to such treatment.”
